You're a science-fiction writer in search 
of the perfect alien. What do you do? 
Call Dr. Jack Cohen. 


"The next time you 
need to create a space 
alien, beam up Dr. 

Jack Cohen. 

This scientist didn't 
set out to be a world 
authority on aliens. For 
30 years, he taught 
biology at a university 
in England. But one of 
his lectures always 
grabbed students' 
attention: "The 
Possibility of Life on 
Other Planets.". 
Science-fiction writers 
heard about the 
lecture. Soon they were 
seeking Dr. Cohen's 
advice on making 
up aliens for their 
far-out books. 

Why didn't they just 
let their imaginations 
run wild? Because 
the most interesting 


aliens are the ones 
that could really exist, 

Dr. Cohen says. 

Look at it this way: 
You're reading a story 
about creatures that are 
half motorcycle and half 
alligator. Wouldn't it be 
cool to know that such 
creatures are 
scientifically possible 
and why? (Dr. Cohen 
helped writer Larry 
Niven develop such 
creatures for one of 
Niven's books.) 

Dr. Cohen bases his 
creations on what 
scientists have learned 
about life on Earth. 

Take the elephant's 
immensely thick legs, 
for example. "Surely 
that's a.solution to the j 
problem of supporting 
bulk on a planet with a 


reasonably high 
gravity," Dr. Cohen 
says. On another planet 
with gravity like 
Earth's, a similar 
creature might evolve. 

Some writers figure 
out their plot and the 
nature of the planet on 
which the story takes 
place, then ask Dr. 
Cohen to help create 
aliens to fit. One 
writer's plot called for 
an alien that looked like 
a frying pan. Dr. Cohen 
recalled a crocodile that 
has a long snout and a 
flat head, and that 
became the model for 
the new alien. 

Another writer needed 
a creature that could 
blast off the planet.. 
Cohen's earthly 
i inspiration: the 






bombardier beetle. 
"These creatures can 
produce a corrosive 
vapor internally—in 
their rear ends, 
actually—that lets them 
burst out of dangerous 
situations quickly," Dr. 
Cohen explains. 

Other writers create 
the aliens first and then 
ask Dr. Cohen to help 
create an environment 
that makes sense. One 
such book is Dinosaur 
Planet, written by Anne 
McCaffrey. "She wanted 
dinosaurs," Dr. Cohen 
says. "I said, 'You can't 
have dinosaurs, because 
it's extremely unlikely 
any planet other than 
Earth would have had 
the exact same physical 
conditions and genetic 
system^ to have 
produced dinosaurs.' " 
For the story to make 
sense, Dr. Cohen and 
McCaffrey created 
another planet on which 
dinosaurs could survive 
and then transported 
them there from Earth.

Here's how humans contact life in outer space-make a 
hit record and launch it out of this world. 



H ave you ever sent a message in a 
bottle? You know, you seal a 
note inside a container and heave 
it into the ocean. Then you hope that 
your message finds its way to 
somebody 


on a faraway shore. 

Well, that's pretty much what 
some scientists did about 20 yeters 
ago. Only instead of a note, they 
made a recording about humans 
and life on Earth. And instead of 
iU "~ving it into the sea, they 

it into the vastness of 
outer space. 

k Basically, it's our way 

■Li. of saying hello to any 
aliens that might be 
out there. Called 
the Voyager 
Interstellar 
Record (VIR), 
this message to 
extraterrestrials 
was attached to 
the two 
unmanned 
Voyager 

spacecraft launched 

VIR cover etchings 
explain how to play 
the record, how to 
decode the pictures on it, 
and where our solar system 
located in the universe. 
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in 1977 to explore the outer planets 
of our solar system. Their 
explorations now complete, the two 
probes are hurtling through deep 
space, more than 6 billion miles 
away from our sun. In case anyone 
(or anything) comes across the 
spacecraft, the VIR may help them 
figure out who we are and where 
we live. 

The VIR consists of a gold-plated 
copper record inside an aluminum 
record jacket, and it comes with 
a cartridge and stylus to play 
it. On the record sleeve are 
scientifically coded 
instructions (aliens 
probably don't speak 
English) for playing the 
record, as well as a chart that 
depicts Earth's location in the 
universe. The record plays messages 
that we hope say a lot about us to 
any extraterrestrial civilization, 
including the following: 

# Varjjbus sounds of Earth, including 
a kiss' a crying baby, crickets 
chirping and thunder. 

# Greetings in more than 50 
languages, including that of whales. 
#A recording of the electrical 
activity of one person's heart 

and brain. 

# Ninety minutes of music, from 
Beethoven to a Pygmy girl's 
initiation song to Chuck Berry's 
"Johnny B. Goode." 

# 116 photographs, mostly of people 
around the world interacting with 
one another. These were specially 
converted into sound signals for 

the record. 


Will any aliens ever find our 
VIR? It's hard to say, but the 
record should last billions of years. 
If it is discovered, would the 
extraterrestrials understand it? We 
can only hope. For it is the only way 
we're able to shout out to the entire 
universe: "We exist."

Listening to the Steps 

By Sean Plottner 

Just in case aliens ever transmit a message to Earth, 
SETI scientists are all ears. 


W hat if extraterrestrials were to 
send us a message? Shouldn't 
someone be listening—just 
in case? 

Well, someone is. Just as scientists 
use telescopes to see into space, 
they also use high-tech radio 
telescopes to listen for any signals 
coming from another galaxy. They 
haven't heard from any aliens yet, but 
you never know.... 

Astronomers at the S ETI Institute 
in Mountain View, California, lead 

the way. (S ETI 
stands for 
Search for 
Extraterrestrial 
Intelligence.) 
Their 

headquarters 
are located on 
a road with a 
cool name, 
Landings Drive. 
From there, 
scientists 
oversee a 
worldwide 
effort to scan 
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the stars for any sign of intelligent 
life. It's called Project Phoenix. , 

They figure the best way for an,alien 
to contact Earth would be via radio 
waves. "Earth is only one-third the 
age of the galaxy," says Seth Shostak, 
a SETI scientist. "So we would expect 
most extraterrestrial civilizations to be 
far more advanced than ours. Such 
societies would have the ability to send 
powerful radio signals." 

To do its eavesdropping, SETI uses 
gigantic radio telescopes, which look 
like any TV satellite dishes you've seen, 
except they're absolutely humongous— 
up to 1,000 feet in diameter. But the 
job still isn't an easy one. 

"We don't know what channel E.T. 
might broadcast on because he hasn't 
sent us a postcard," says Shostak. 
"So we're talking billions of channels 
to check." 

If you were to sit there and slowly 
turn the knob as you listened, just like 
you tune a radio, this would take 
10,000 years. But SETI's mondo dish 
collects radio waves and focuses them 
on a special receiver connected to 
some pretty complex computers. This

I setup monitors an incredible 28 
million channels all at once. 

"We point the telescope to a nearby 
| star—ine like our sun, with possible 

I planets," Shostak continues. "And it 
listens for five minutes, then 
automatically moves up to another 
[ chunk of the dial and records another 
28 million channels." Eventually, it's 
I time to move on to another star. 

Starting in January, the Parkes 
Telescope in Australia has been doing 
I all the listening. At 210 feet in 
I diameter, it's a pretty big dish. But 
later this year, Project Phoenix moves 
[ to Puerto Rico. There the receiver will 
I be hooked up to the world's largest 
I radio telescope, which is a whopping 
| 1,000 feet in diameter. 

The computers have already heard 
| some pretty interesting noises—but 


not necessarily aliens. "Local TV, 
military radar, airplanes and cellular 
telephones pollute the radio dial and 
confuse the receiver," says Shostak. 
"So we use a second telescope to 
verify what we hear. E.T. would have 
to broadcast for a few days to make it 
through our verification process." 

Project Phoenix hopes to point its 
telescopes at 1,000 nearby stars 
similar to our sun. Even with that 
sophisticated receiver, it'll take about 
10 years to conduct the search. 

And what does Shostak say to people 
who think this is a stupid waste of time 
and money? "There are a half-trillion 
stars in our galaxy alone," he says. 
"With all that real estate, to think that 
we're the only critters strikes me as 
improbable. It would be magic to find 
out that we aren't alone." 
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Alien Alert!

So you've seen a UFO? The Center for UFO Studies 
wants to check out your close encounter. 


"Think of it as the 
real-life "X-Files." The 
minute somebody 
reports an unidentified 
flying object (UFO), the 
Center for UFO Studies 
sounds the alert. 

"I had a call half an 
hour ago from a woman 
in Texas," says John 
Timmerman, a center 
spokesman. "She was 
on vacation in Honduras 
and saw some strange 
lights in the sky. We're 
contacting an 
investigator to look into 
it right away." 

The center (CUFOS 
for short) gets as many 
as 10 UFO reports a 
week. When a call 
comes in, CUFOS 
researchers interview 
the witnesses and ask 
for photos of the event. 
If no one thought to 
grab a camera, artists 
draw pictures based on 


witness descriptions 
when possible. 

The researchers also 
use high-tech devices 
like magnetometers to 
track UFOs. These 
machines measure 
changes in Earth's 
magnetic field and 
record the reading 
on a paper graph. 
Scientists then check 
to see if any magnetic 
changes happened at the 
same time that objects 
appeared in the sky. 

After gathering 
the facts, CUFOS 
looks for a natural 
explanation for the 
sighting. Many UFOs 
turn out to be weather 
phenomena, aircraft, 
or planets like Venus. 

But sometimes 
there are no easy 
answers. Like the 
night a Kentucky 
family heard its 


dog barking, went 
outside and encountered 
several silvery creatures 
that stood about 31/2 
feet tall. The family 
tried to scare the beings 
away, but the aliens 
kept returning and 
peeking in the windows, 
which freaked out the 
kids. Finally, they all 
climbed into the family 
car and drove away.

Bogus! That's what these paranormal party- 
poopers think about UFOs. 


^3unl<! That's what 
the Committee for the 
Scientific Investigation 
of Claims of the 
Paranormal (CSICOP) 
says about UFOs. 
CSICOP, a group of 
scientists and teachers, 
has been called the 
"party pooper of the 
paranormal"—and for 
good reason. 

"We don't mind 
people seeing 
unexplainable things in 
the sky," says Barry 
Karr, CSICOP's 
executive director. "But 
just because you can't 
identify a flying object 
doesn't mean that it's 
an alien spacecraft." 

For one thing, Karr 
doesn't understand why 
aliens would travel 
light-years to our 
planet—only to whiz 
mysteriously by. "Why 
wouldn't they stop and 


say something?" he asks. 

Karr says most U FO 
sightings probably start 
a lot closer to home— 
like the guy who called 
and said he saw strange 
lights in the sky. "I'd 
seen the same thing the 
night before," Karr 
says. "It was the aurora 
borealis. That's just 
streamers of light in the 
atmosphere caused by 
Earth's magnetic field. 
Some people call them 
the northern lights." 

Maybe aliens just 
aren't litterbugs? "After 
our visit to the moon, 
we left behind land 
rovers, cameras, 
scientific instruments, 
and garbage," says 
Philip J. Klass, 
CSICOP's UFO expert. 
"If aliens had visited 
Earth, don't you 
think we'd find their 
instruments? Nobody 


has found anything." 

What Klass has found 
is a bunch of peopl^ 
trying to put one over 
on us. For example, a 
man named Ed Walters 
in Gulf Breeze, Florida, 
claimed a giant UFO 
hovered over his house 
at night—and he even 
had photos. 
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Turns out that a 
model was found in 
Walters' attic that 
resembled the UFO in 
his photos. There's no 
proof, but the pictures 
may have been made by 
exposing an image of 
his backyard on the 
same negative as an 
image of the model. 


CSICOP admits it's 
fun to believe in aliens. 
"It would be wonderful 
if there were advanced 
civilizations out there 
that could help us solve 
our problems," Karr 
says. "And if aliens 
land on the White 
House lawn, I want to 
be there. But I need to 
be convinced."
